According to a foug-standing 
arrangement Mr. 
recently received ( 
organised by the National Union 
of Soci-ties for Equal Citizenship, 
whodesire fo present a memorial 
signed by over 220 m-mbers of 
Partisment, acd a large nomber of 
pationally- organised associations, 
asking that before the General 
Election is held legislation shall 
be passed giving women the vote 
on the eame terms as men. 

At present tho. principal diffar- 
ence in respect of voting power is, 
of course, that of age, svery 
man of fol} age being catitled to 
a vote if not legally incapacitated, 
while women without legal in- 
capacity roust* reach the age af 
thirty before being entitled to vote. 
Thatdistinction was decided npon 
by Partiament when tba last 
Franchise Act wes passed, chiefly 
from fear that, if voting was on 
equal terms, women through ex- 
cessof numbers would swamp the 
votes of men. 

There is the further difference 
that whereaza aman msy voto at 
a Gooeral Election in the consti- 
tuency in which he resides, and in 
znother in which be carries on 
business (that beiog the chief 
surviving relic of plurel voting), 
a woman may vote in arly one 
constituency unfess she has a 
University qualificatios, in which 
case she may at a General 
Election vote in the University 
election also. On the other hand, 
the disqualification of a conscien- 
tious objector does not extend to 
his wife. Clearly the chief 
grievance is tha: of age, the 
question being repeatedly asked 
—Whr on genera! grounds is a! 
manend not a woman. qualified 
to vote at twenty-one? . 

There is resson to believe that 
since Parliament granted votes 
to women in 1918 the feeling of 
members onthe age question has 
undergoce considerable change. 
Thus, in March fast. Lord Robert 
Cecil asked forleave to introduce 
a Billto extend the suffrage to 
women onthe same berms as 
men. In the result, leave was 
granted by the very substantial 
majority of 20S votes to 60; 
but no progress could be made 
during the session, though’ the 
Bill was “ backed” not only by 
Lor Robert Cecil, but by Major 
Hills (Cualitionist), Sk D. Mac 
lean, and Mr. Aneuris Williams 
tLiberals), Sr. Anderson (Labour), 
and Viscountess Astor and Mrs. 
Wintringham. 

Another point to note is that 
althouzh in some constituencies, 
suchas Cheltenhan, Cielses, and 
Hastings, men and women voters 
closely approximate in numbers 
{in the Montrose Burgks, indeed, 
women are in the majority), there 
is still oc the whole a great dis- 
proportion between men ard 
women voters. The Census Reporr 
issued last year, for instance, 
contaiced figures far England and 
Wales alone, which may be aet 
out thus:— .

Certain it is that at the n-x’

atood as candidates, and alshonwh 
notone of them succeeded. Lady 
Astor and Mis. Wintringhars 
bare since been turned. 
The Million Shilling Foard or- 
ganised by the Women's Election 
Committee to enable apvrocen| 
women candidates of all thr 
recognised political porties in 
Parliament to present themselves 
before the electorat , with at lees 
ag good a chance af succers ar 
men, is understood to have made 
good progeess.

"RENT RESTRICTION. - 


— 


A Home Discussion. 


There wasa vigorous discussion 
atthe Law Society's annual con- 
ference at Leads on the paper 
prepares by Sir. Kingsloy Wood, 
MP.. on the Rent Restrictions 
Aot. The writer of the papsr was 
kept at home by indispositicn, 
and his paper was read by Mr. E. 
R.Coak, the Society's secretary, 

Sir Kingeloy Wood = said 
that the Act dealt with the 
owners and tenasts of all but 
two buncred thousand of the St{ 
malllion houses in Great Britain. 
He deprecated the setting up of 
Rent Courts as an‘ alternative to 
the Act, on the ground that they 
would mean Controversial legisla- 
tion, | grave difficulties in 
administration, and mare paid 
officials, Parliament should ag 
speedily as possible rapeal the 
statute entirely, but should 
continue “to afford certain 
Protection till, say, 19M, while 
making various curtailments and 
modifications with tha object 
of terminating the whale measure 
inthat year. An amending Act 
should remedy and adjust certain 
jojustice and inequalities. He did 
not favour—becanse it would 
savour of “clasa™ legislation— 
such a drastic curtailment of the 
Actas would limit the protection 
to £35 housesin London and £26 
houses elsewhere. That would be 
unjust to the over burdened mid- 
diectass. Buthethought it well 
worthy of careful consideration 
whether all restrictions should 
not be removed in the case of 
“ one-house owners,” so as t> en- 
able them to obtain possession for 
their own occupation. Thera 
should be protection for ton: tue 
occupiers only, to correct the 
undue and unfsir advantage ob 
tain by statutory tenants who are 
now subletting houses ata large 
profiz. 

A more effective remedy was 
also needed for dealing with the 
imposition of extortionate pre- 
miyms on prospective tenants 
of houses and flats such as 
halbeen quite recently exposed; 
be suggested that agents’ of 
either Tandlord or tenant who 
were parties tosuch transactions 
‘should be madeliable to the penal- 
ties for contravening tha law in 
this respect. Inthe case of sublet. 
tings at a profit, Iandlords wera 
not treated fairly, and the pro 
posal was now made thet Jand- 
lords should be entitld to a 
definite further increase of rent 
where houses were in the occupa- 
tion of mora than one family, or, 
as en  atcernstive, that they 
should have the rizh! of asking 
the County Court Judge to fix the 
tent. As to “service” flats ip 
London, to correct the abuse of 
the present exemption of tene- 
ments where the rent includes 
payment in respect of board, 
attendance, or use of furniture, 
Sir Kingsley Wood suggested that 
@ fair and full defnition of 
“attendan:e” was desirable in 
any amending Act. 

The, real solution of this 
tangled and difficult problem 
was, however, the ample provision 
of housing accommodation for all 
classes. A “miraculous and gra- 
tifying change” in the cost of 
building had been wrought by the 
definite decision of the Govern- 
ment to limit the present scheme 
of State-aicded house-building to 
218000 houses. “Money is 
cheaper, races of interest are fall- 
ing, prices of materials are lower,

OWNERS’ POSITION, 

The discussion wea almost 
wholly on the side of the owner 
as ageinst the present privileges 
of the statutory tanant. 

Mr. Alexander — (Landon) 
thought Sir Kingsley Wood's view 
as to thoeearly expiry of restrictive 
legislation far too optimistio, and 
spoke of its continuance far five, 
or seven, oF evea more years. 
(°Shamo.”) It was unavoidable, 
Hae thought that under the next 
increases of renimortgageinterast 
should be allowed togo up 2 par 
c*nt. above the curtent rate. 
Small owners should not have to 
prove special hardship to got 
posseasion for personal occupa:

Mr. W.H. Norton (Manchester) 
said that enormous hardship was 
being inflicted on poor legatees 
and beneficiaries. He knew ofa 
case where twenty-seven bane 
ficiaries had been kept ont of their 
shares ina property for seven‘or 
eight years. 

Sir Charles Morton (Liverpool) 
said be hoped the present Act 
would be completely repealed, 
and nat merely amended, which 
would only make confusion worse 
confounded. New  legistation 
should follow in the rain the 
principle of the Act of 1915, and 
it should end in two years or one 
year. Tho real remedy was more 
houses, and these could be obtain- 
ed only if the builder were set 
free. , 

Mr. Scott Duckers (London) 
suggested five main points which 
tequired amendment—{}} a subd 
stantial redaction of the re- 
striction limit: (2) absolute right 
to the owner to secare possession 
for his own occupation; (3) aboli- 
tion of the scandalof people hold. 
ing bouses empty ia order to sell 
by ronking vacant bouses Liable 
to rates and taxes; (4) exemption 
of new bouses from rates for five 
or seven years, 39 in New 
York; (5} a more simple method 
of getting rid of restrictive cove- 
nants in leases such as those 
that prevent the conversion of 
big Bayswater houses into flats. 

Mr. Robert Pybua (Newcagtle- 
on-Tyoe}, 2 county court reg. 
istrar, quoted his experience of 
cases where tandlords were dis- 
trained on for rates, but-could 
not distrain on tenants, who did 
not pay their rents out of which 
those rates should come. 

Mr. Seat (London) held that 
owners” rights should be immedi- 
ately and fully restored. : 

Mr. Greenwood (Bradford) said 
that landlords had been shot at 
long enough. The powers of 
tenants should be limited, and the 
bailder should have his hands 
freed for private enterprise. ~ 

The President, in closing the

THE ROUSE OF MITSUI. 


Unique in the World’s Com- 
‘mercial Bistory, 


Tho recent death of Haron Ta. 
kayasu Mitsui in Japan has di- 
tected attention to what ptod- 
ably is tho most unique family 
Organization ia recorded history, 
Certainly in Western civilisation 
thera hes been nothicg like it.

This family trust is known as 
Mitani & Co. it is by far the rich. 
est firm io the Oriental world. 
It controls mines, banks, railroads, 
stearcship Hnes, factories and 
commercial bouses to such an 
extent that it is said that there 
is nut one ‘large commercial or. 
ganization in Japan with which 
the firm of Mitsui isnot identi- 
fied. The expression ‘as rich as 
a Mitsui” brings to the mind of a 
Japanesa an ides of enormous 
wealth. It means more to him 
than does “as rich as Rockefeller” 
to an American or “as rich as 
Hogo Stinnes” to a German. It 
is the Japanese way of expressing 
uolimited riches, 

But Mitsui & Co., is no ordinary 
buainess combination sucb as is 
known to the American busi- 
nays world. The members of 
the firm are the members of 
eleven families, sil descended 
from the same common ancestor, 
and all baaring the surname 
Mitsui. And each and every 
member of exch and every family 
is, by virtue of the blood which 
rans through his veins, a member | 
ofthe famous firm. | 

By family law, no member of 
the firm of Mitsui and Co. can be 
richer than any other member. 
All propeny is owned in com- 
mon. No persos belonging to the 
Mitsat familly combine bas soy 
individual rights. The family 
comes firstinalicases. Hecannos 
sell or buy, marry or change his 
profession without the consent of 
the family council board. This 
council board is all powerfal, and 
every Mitsui swears by the most 
solemn vows to obey its decrees. 
So strong is the contrat of the 
couccil that the members of the 
Mitsui family disregard the 
Japanese Jaws concerning the 
rights of inheritance. 

In Japan the estate of the 
father falls to the aldestsop. The 
younger sons must shift for them.
